During the blooming season the beds are checked 
daily to make sure there are no strays. All plants are 
two years old and have been transplanted to create a 
stronger branching root system.

Heretofore we have always worked for the larger 
types in Oriental Poppies, but have come to realize the 
need for low-growing types that are so useful for the 
foreground in perennial borders and rock gardens. 


When to Plant Oriental 
Poppies 
AUGUST and SEPTEMBER 


The balance of the year, even through the winter 
months, they are in an active growing condition. The 
dormant season, unlike most other plants, is mid-sum- 
mer, and if moved then good results are sure to be 
secured. Of course, the clumps increase in size with 
age and may be left in the same spot for many years. 
Order now and we will ship at the best time for 
planting. 


Exact Color 


The number in parenthesis immediately following the 
name of each variety indicates the exact shade as 
checked by the Royal Horticultural Society’s Color 
Chart. It is difficult to give the exact color of a flower, 
for example, rose pink; there are different shades of 
rose pink. Therefore this chart, being the most authen- 
tic in determining exact tints was used. It can be had 
at most public libraries.

How To Treat Poppies 
For Cut Flowers 


All poppies make beautiful cut flowers and will last 
from three to six days without wilting if the following 
directions are followed. The best flowers are those that 
are newly opened. Cut them preferably early in the 
morning and burn the end of the stems one or two 
inches over a gas or electric range until the end of the 
stem is well burned and the tip is charcoal. Place them 
in water and they will last from three to six days. Such 
varieties as Raspberry Queen, Jessie Curtis, G. C. Flesh 
Pink and Enchantress (whose colors will fade some 
outdoors) are used as cut flowers and kept indoors. 
They will retain their beautiful colors without fading 
until their petals drop. 


Our Guarantee 


All orders are filled with large two year old plants, 
freshly dug, that have already bloomed in our garden. 
They have been checked and are true to name. We can- 
not guarantee plants to grow, as we have no control 
over planting weather, and soil conditions. A complete 
planting and cultural direction is placed in every ship- 
ment. If plants are not satisfactory when received, re- 
turn them at once and your money will be refunded. 


Terms 


Cash with order. All orders for three dollars or more 
are shipped prepaid. Smaller orders please add twenty- 
five cents to cover packing and shipping costs. Poppies 
are shipped from August 1 through September and 
October. Retail only. Ohio customers please add three 
per cent sales tax. 


In past years some of our stock of outstanding 
varieties were depleted long before the close of the 
season. We suggest an early order to avoid disappoint- 
ment. We never substitute unless requested to do so.

The Culture of Oriental 
Poppies 


The culture of Oriental Poppies is no more difficult 
than that of any other permanent perennial. In fact, 
once they are established in the garden they need very 
little else than clean cultivation. Being deeply rooted, 
they rarely suffer from lack of water except possibly the 
first year they are planted. They do require a well- 
drained soil of good garden loam, a little mulch of ex- 
celsior or straw under the leaves the first winter, water 
only in rare instances, little or no fertilizer, and plenty 
of room in which to grow in preferably a sunny situa- 
tion. Seed pods should be removed as soon as the petals 
have fallen, and the entire top cut back after it has 
turned brown. 


Tree Peonies 


It has been our ambition for several years to get 
started with the aristocratic Tree Peony. King of 
all other Flowers. The Tree Peony is a shrub, 
native to China. Unlike the herbaceous Peony its 
woody branches stay alive and year after year 
the additional growth will add to the size of the 
plant until it reaches the height and spread of 3 
to 4 feet and bears from 25 to 100 blooms. A sight 
never to be forgotten. 


In the early 1800’s, Tree Peonies were imported 
into Japan and later into Europe. Since then 
hybridizers have created over a hundred of the 
most beautiful varieties. There are three different 
types of Tree Peonies. Japanese (large broad pet- 
aled flowers with a central cushion of golden an- 
thers. The foliage narrower than the European 
types). European (large double flowers similar to 
the double herbaceous type). Lutea Hybrids (this 
is a cross between the Lutea and the original Chi- 
nese Tree Peony. Their color is quite different 
from the other varieties, ranging from pure yellow 
to yellow and red combinations). 


Tree Peonies are very hardy and very seldom 
lost. Well drained soil is to be preferred, and 
sunlight for the greater part of the day. Steamed 
bone meal or a commercial fertilizer low in nitro- 
gen but high in phosphoric acid and potash are 
most commonly used. Manure is not advisable. A 
protective mulch should be used the first winter. 


We advise the planting of small plants 2 to 3 
years old in the fall, because it takes about a year 
for the plant to become established and produce 
a perfect bloom. 


After careful selection for color, growing habit, 
and profuse bloomers, we are offering the follow- 
ing varieties of Tree Peonies.
